Olive oil was one of the very first articles 
of commerce. In ancient Greece the 
wattiors anointed themselves with it after 
the bath; Solon the law-giver enacted 
statutes to regulate the years 
cultivation of the olive Daye 

tree in Attica, from which country it was 
distributed to the Athenian allies and 
tributaries. In Pliny’s time it was being 
produced abundantly in the Gallic pro- 
vinces and in Spain. 


Among t the southern nations of ancient 
histoty the olive was an emblem not only 
of peace, but of national F. F. Ford 
ett h and pl enty. The Swimming 
olive branch was conferr- Pool 

ed on the Olympic victors and woven 
about the crowns of the Roman conquer- 
ors at times of ovation; followi ing Vv icto- 
ties. The olive has Geen the “staff of life’ 
to wandering tribes and a dz ainty appetizer 
at the rich man’s table. Its trees have 
furnished shade on an othiorwies treeless 
plain, down through the ages. Its wood 
was used in decorating King Solomon’s 
Temple e.

Feather River 1S one of the most fasci- 
above Oroville nating of the newer in- 
dustries of California and is backed by 
about twenty- five financial leaders of the 
State. The key to successful silk ee 
is the sealbesty tree, coupled with the 
tight climate, and only certain localities 


are suitable for this purpose. 


Palm After exhaustive investi- 
Biutf gation the Orov ille District 
was selected for this infant industry, 800 
acres of land being utilized for the pur- 
pose. Already 150,000 mulberry trees 
have been grown to four-yeat-olds. Over 
1,000,000 silk worms were hatched this 
spring and are now feeding in the silk 
cocoonery on this farm. Only two other 
districts in the world can grow silk of the
